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ANNUAL  MEETING,  MAY  24th,  1956 


The  Chairman  welcomed  those  present 
and  said  that  the  Library  Council  and 
Staff  were  very  proud  of  the  fact  that 
Rotary  had  recognised  the  wonderful 
work  of  Miss  Wood  by  making  her  a 
special  presentation  of  a Token  of 
Esteem. 

He  felt  that  we  were  very  honoured 
to  have  as  this  year’s  guest  speaker  Miss 
E.  B.  Hawkins,  who  is  one  of  THE 
educationalists  of  this  country.  He  wel- 
comed Miss  Hawkins  on  behalf  of  the 
meeting. 

Miss  Wood  read  her  report,  which  was 
carried  unanimously. 

The  Hon.  Treasurer’s  report  was  also 
received  with  acclamation. 

Miss  Hawkins  said  she  had  found  the 
report  of  the  Library’s  work  for  the  last 
year  very  interesting.  The  Library  was 
a local  creation  which  did  its  work 
throughout  South  Africa  and  it  was  an 
institution  of  which  every  citizen  of 
Grahamstown  was  justly  proud.  The 
Library  was  circulating  Braille,  Moon, 
Music  and  Talking  Books  throughout  the 
land  and  these  were  an  enormous  help  to 
the  Blind;  not  only  did  they  make  the 
time  pass  pleasantly,  but  (more  im- 
portant) they  provided  a mental  stimulus 
and  food  for  the  imagination.  Without 
books,  the  field  of  the  blind  is  very 
limited  and  dull.  It  was  all  very  well  for 
blind  Milton  to  say  of  blind  Sampson: 

“He  that  has  light,  within  his  own 
clear  breast 

May  sit  i’  th’  centre,  and  enjoy 
bright  day.” 

but  Milton  had  three  daughters  to  read 
to  him.  What  a much  easier  life  they 
would  have  had  if  Milton  had  been  able 
to  get  Braille,  Moon  or  Talking  Books. 

SECRETARY’S  REPORT,  1956 

We  regret  to  report  the  death  of  our 
President,  Dr.  the  Hon.  C.  W.  H.  Lans- 
down.  He  followed  our  first  President, 
Sir  Thomas  Graham,  who  died  in  1940. 
We  are  gratified  that  the  Hon.  Mr. 


Justice  Hoexter  has  consented  to  be  our 
new  President. 

Unfortunately,  one  member  of  our 
Council,  Father  Murphy,  has  left  Gra- 
hamstown. However,  the  Judges  of  the 
Supreme  Court  have  nominated  Father 
Pearson  in  his  place.  We  are  glad  to 
welcome  him. 

Auditors. — We  are  most  grateful 
to  our  auditors,  Messrs.  A.  R,  White- 
ley  and  Co.,  for  doing  our  books  so 
promptly. 

STAFF 

We  regret  that  Miss  Espin  did  not 
feel  able  to  resume  her  post,  but  we 
are  very  glad  that  she  is  teaching 
Braille  to  prospective  transcribers 
by  correspondence.  Mrs.  AVilliamson 
does  our  books  and  correspondence, 
and  her  work  is  much  appreciated. 

In  the  Braille  and  Moon  depart- 
ment Mrs.  Laurie,  Miss  Levick  and 
Mrs.  van  der  Merwe  are  all  very 
keen  and  efficient  workers.  Mrs. 
Wyndham  Kelly  helps  when  anyone 
of  these  is  on  holiday. 

Upstairs  in  the  Talking  Book  Depart- 
men,  we  are  fortunate  in  having  Miss 
Spurting  and  Mrs.  Graham  doing  full 
time,  and  Mrs.  Lombard  doing  half- 
time. When  anyone  is  on  holiday 
Miss  Dykman  does  her  work. 

Music.  — Mrs.  Westell  gave  her 
services  in  sending  out  the  music 
records  when  she  returned  from 
England,  and  Miss  Dykman  helped 
while  she  was  away.  We  had  a most 
valuable  gift  of  70  classical  records 
from  Mr.  le  Roux  of  East  London. 

Native  ..Messengers.  — Enoch 
worked  for  17  years  as  our  Native 
messenger.  He  left  because  he 
found  the  barrow  loads  too  heavy. 
The  work  has  grown  so  much  since 
the  extension  of  the  library,  that  we 
now  employ  two  younger  boys  in 
Enoch’s  place.  They  do  the  dusting 
and  cleaning,  as  well  as  packing  and 
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trundling  the  heavy  barrow  loads  to 
and  from  the  Post  Office. 

BRAtLLE  AND  MOON  BOOKS 

Book  stock  at  the  end  of  the  year 
was  16,633.  There  were  889  new 
volumes,  including  pamphlets  and 
pieces  of  music.  121  volumes  were 
discarded  or  lost. 

Several  readers  have  given  us 
Braille  books  and  music.  We  have 
also  had  gifts  from  the  Royal 
National  Library  for  the  Blind,  from 
S.P.G.,  from  the  Guild  of  Church 
Braillists,  and  from  the  Worcester 
school  for  the  Blind.  We  are  most 
grateful  for  all  these  gifts.  Among 
new  books  added  were: — 

Non-Fiction.  — “Seven  Years  in 
Tibet,”  “Cheshire  V.C,”  ‘In  the  Steps 
of  Jesus,”  “Sisters  of  the  South,” 
“George  Rex  of  Knysna”  and 
“Teacher.” 

Fiction. — ‘Don  Camillo  and  the 
Prodigal  Son,”  “The  Valley  of  the 
Vines,”  “Good  Morning,  Miss  Dove,” 
and  “Dark  Bright  Land.” 

Moon  Books. — ‘Little  Boy  Lost,” 
“The  Proud  Heart”  and  “A  Winter 
Bouquet.” 

Circulation. — 9,679  volumes  went 
out  (of  these  2,810  were  non-fic- 
tion). The  number  of  Afrikaans 
volumes  issued  was  1,329;  of  these 
123  were  non-fiction.)  In  addition 
5,517  magazines  were  issued. 

Readers. — There  were  323  regular 
readers.  These  do  not  include  18 
beginners  who  may  or  may  not,  per- 
severe. Seven  of  our  readers  died. 
Mr.  Robert  Park  has  gone  overseas 
to  study  Physiotherapy.  One  read- 
er asked  for  “Alice  in  Wonderland” 
to  read  to  her  children  in  the  holi- 
days. 

We  have  many  grateful  letters. 
One  says  “My  mother’s  last  years 
were  cheered  and  made  happy  by  the 
wonderful  service  your  library  gave 


her..”  One  man  writes:  “I  am  so 
grateful  to  you  for  making  my  life 
bearable  for  the  past  14  years  or 
more.”  But  one  reader,  returning 
his  book  said  “Sorry,  can’t  continue 
the  story — too  much  ‘dear’  and  ‘dar- 
ling’ on  every  page.” 

The  Rev.  J.  F.  Lister  has  been 
most  helpful  in  advising  us  as  to 
whether  some  American  magazines 
would  be  of  general  interest.  He 
has  been  on  holiday  in  England,  and 
borrowed  books  for  the  voyage.  He 
much  appreciates  the  benefits  of  the 
library  now  that  he  has  retired  and 
has  more  time  for  reading. 

Miss  Bessie  Erasmus  made  us 
some  two  dozen  canvas  covers  for 
packing  our  books.  This  has  been  a 
great  help.

TALKING  BOOK  DEPARTMENT 

Two  hundred  and  twenty-six  read- 
ers received  records  during  the  year, 
ten  readers  died,  and  while  42  read- 
ers gave  up  reading,  46  new  ones 
joined.  We  should  have  many  more 
readers  if  it  were  possible  to  get 
more  machines.  We  had  a waiting 
list  of  46  last  year,  and  more  appli- 
cations are  coming  in  every  month. 
In  England  their  waiting  list  is  over 
one  thousand. 
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We  ordered  24  inEichines  in  1955, 
anil  only  four  electric  and  four  re- 
conditioned battery  machines  came. 
For  this  reason  we  are  anxious  that 
people  should  return  machines  if 
they  are  not  using  them.  We  are 
willing  to  buy  them  back.  There  are 
10  machines  still  on  order.  Thirty- 
two  machines  were  issued  during  the 
year.  One  machine  belonging  to  a 
reader  working  in  a mining  office 
was  stolen. 

Records. — We  had  19,189  records 
in  stock  (3,032  of  these  were 
American).  In  addition  we  have  72 
copies  of  the  Reader’s  Digest  (803 
records) , and  we  are  given  twelve 
copies  of  the  Christian  Record 
Talking  Magazine. 

Circulation.  — 70,241  records 
(7,018  volumes)  were  sent  out. 

Readers.  — One  of  our  readers, 
Mr.  J.  H.  Bauman,  died  in  his  92nd 
year.  His  friends  and  relations  have 
sent  donations  to  his  memory,  and 
one  of  them  writes  of  the  ‘quite  in- 
expressible pleasure  the  talking 
books  gave  to  Mr.  Bauman  for  so  many 
years  . . it  was  one  of  the  most  precious 
things  in  his  life.”  Among  other  letters  of 
appreciation,  someone  writes,  “I 
much  admire  the  efficiency  of  your 
organisation.  The  supply  of  inter- 
esting records  for  my  husband  gives 
him  great  pleasure.  The  one  which 
leaves  to-day  “My  Eyes  have  a Cold 
Nose,”  has  been  so  helpful  in  the 
problem  of  re-adjustment.” 

One  reader  says:  “Up  to  now  I 
have  read  more  than  300  records 
during  the  year,  and  I can  say 
truthfully  that  I have  enjoyed  every 
one  of  them.  I once  more  wish  to 
express  my  gratitude  for  the  oppor- 
tunity you  are  affording  me  by 
sending  books  to  me  so  regularly.” 

Provincial  Libraries.  — Dr.  van 
der  Riet  reported  that  at  a 
meeting  of  the  Provincial  librarians. 


those  present  were  most  sympathetic 
to  the  needs  of  oui-  library.  The 
chief  Union  Government  Librarian 
also  expressed  his  continued  interest 
and  his  wish  to  be  helpful. 

Visitors. — Some  30  or  40  teachers 
attending  a .Summer  School  at 
Rhodes  University,  visited  the 
library  and  expressed  much  interest 
adding  considerably  to  the  contents 
of  our  collecing  box. 

Propaganda. — Miss  Spurling  gave 
talks  to  the  Training  College,  the 
Young  People’s  Guild  at  Commemo- 
ration Church,  and  to  the  Koonap 
Ladies'  Social  Club,  and  she  and 
Miss  I.ovick  demon.strated  at  the 
Manley’s  Flat  Social  Club. 

S.A.  NATIONAL  COUNCIL 
FOR  THE  BLIND 

Miss  Spurling  represented  the 
library  at  the  bi-enniai  conference, 
and  gave  a most  interesting  report. 
She  moved  the  library's  resolution 
that  “the  Council  apply  to  the  Min- 
ister of  Finance  for  all  bodies 
affiliated  to  the  National  Council  for 
the  Blind  to  be  exempted  from  the 
necessity  of  applying  for  permits  in 
respect  of  any  articles  imported 
from  overseas  for  the  use  of  blind 
persons.” 

Street  Collections. — We  h.ad  32 
street  collections  as  against  three 
the  year  before.  We  are  most  grate- 
ful to  those  who  arranged  them. 
Mrs.  Neville  undertook  the  Grahams- 
town  one,  and  was  very  successful. 
In  many  places  it  was  the  Rotary 
Anns  who  arranged  them.  In  some 
places  the  W.A.A.  and  the  A.C.V.V. 
undertook  the  collections.  The  big- 
gest collection  was  from  the  Strand 
and  Somerset  West  (£105  3s.),  the 
next  was  from  Kimberley  (£85). 

In  Knysna  Mrs.  Stanley  Thesen 
and  her  friends  had  a series  of  cake 
sales  and  “dinners — en  tour,”  rais- 
ing £70,  and  in  addition  a street  col- 
lection of  £30. 
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Benefactors.  ■ — Mr.  J.  C.  Rae, 
always  a good  friend  of  the  library, 
left  us  £200.  We  also  had  a bequest 
from  the  estate  of  the  late  F.  D. 
Ainslie  of  Bedford,  and  one  from  the 
estate  of  the  late  Charlotte  Albert 
of  Johannesburg. 

Collection  Boxes. — We  have  had 
substantial  help  from  collecting 
boxes,  chiefly  in  public  libraries. 
This  year  Pietermaritzburg  headed 
the  list  with  £27  16s.,  and  Port 
Elizabeth  came  next  with  £19. 

GRANTS,  DONATIONS  AND 
OTHER  HELP 

We  have  received  grants  from  the 
Department  of  Education,  Arts  and 
Science  (unfortunately  this  arrived 
too  late  to  be  included  in  this  year’s 
accounts) , from  the  Provinces,  from 
St.  Dunstan’s,  from  S.A.  National 
Council  for  the  Blind,  from  three 


divisional  councils,  from  42  munici- 
palities (12  more  than  the  previous 
year),  and  we  have  had  help  from 
the  Rhodes  Rag,  the  Queenstown  Toy 
Makers,  and  from  many  Societies  and 
Clubs.  Only  three  schools  support- 
ed us  this  year;  St.  Andrew’s  Col- 
lege, Girls’  High  School  (Burt 
House),  Queenstown,  and  Macdon- 
ald House,  V.G.H.S. 

We  are  most  grateful  to  public 
bodies  and  private  donors,  and  for 
special  help  from  the  Eastern  Prov- 
inge  Guardian  Loan  and  Investment 
Company,  from  the  Standard  Bank, 
and  from  the  Post  Office  officials, 
who  handle  so  many  parcels  of 
books  and  records  circulated 
throughout  the  Union. 

We  would  express  our  thanks  to 
the  Press,  and  especially  to  Groeott’s 
Daily  Mail.
